POST-NRA BUSINESS WASHINGTON, June 27.—When the 
Blue Eagle blew up, the business field 


was supposed to be blasted with price cuts and strewn with unem- 
ployment and wage cuts. If you survey the effects in the govern- 
ment’s own regular business figures you will find very little evidence 
that there has been an explosion. 

THe price average of non-farm-food products for the week before 
the supreme court decision (May 25) was 77.8. The average for 
the last available week (June 15) was 77.9, virtually unchanged. 

Both employment and pay rolls have decreased possibly 3 per 
cent, but this seems to be due at least partly to seasonal slack. In- 
dustrial production is unchanged; freight loadings and department 
stores sales have shown abnormal seasonal improvement. 


RESERVATIONS The price figures, however, are not conclu- 


Sive. They are collected by the Bureau of 
Labor statistics from list prices. It is quite likely that some private 
price-cutting has been done behind these list prices. This is a com- 
mon business custom. 

Furthermore, the employment and pay roll figures cover only 
factories and do not include the service trades, hotels, restaurants, 
very small factories, where the wage effects of the decision are sup- 
posed to have’ been most heavily teit. 

Nevertheless, the conclusion is justified that nothing sufficiently 
important to show up in the government business chart has happened 
since the court edict.

NOTE The price figure in the chart is that of all prices. It fell 
off half a point in June solely because of the decrease in 

farm and food prices, while industrial prices were remaining sta- 

tionary. This only means the effects of last year’s drouth are dimin- 

ishing in the face of excellent crop prospects this year. 
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OUTLOOK The prospects for business now are centered in 

September. The usual summer slump will continue 
until then, probably at slightly more than a seasonal gait. But 
with the general optimism prevailing in the business world, advance 
hopes for fall are high. 

Steel will get below 40 this month, a low for the year. The 
final figures, which will be out in a few days, will show production 
at about 38 per cent capacity. Autos are holding up because of a 
special situation. They may strike through considerable production 
over into June (Chevrolet). In fact, June output will be almost 
as high as May’s. 

What held the industrial production figure up this month was 
mainly coal. Threat of a strike caused stocking up. This also ex- 
plains the increase in carloadings. 

The situation shows again that the recent stock market strength 
was not based on statistics, but upon confidence, 


FALSE HOPE Optimists have been enjoying themselves by 
pointing to the improvement in the machine tool 


industry. They say this shows that business itself has become a 
buyer, is ready to expand. @ 

Without trying to throw any cold water, most economists place 
little faith in machine tool statistics. This industry is highly sen- 
sitive, up one month, down the next. During the depression it 
actually got down to 10 per cent production for three months 
(February, March and April, 1932).

board. 

The board also occupies a floor of 
the buildin-, but will turn this over 
to the FERA and is contemplating 
occupying a portion of the city audi- 
torium.

Director Miller cited figures to 
show the board will have a total of 
$149,000 at its disposal for July and 
August, and it is believed this sum 
will be sufficient to care for both the 
old and new unemployables, which to- 
tal about 19,000. The hoard assumed 
control over one group January 1 and 
was asked ‘o take over the second 
group June 1.

Members of the board are looking 
forward to passage of the security 
bill now pending in congress to as- 
sist them in caring for the unemploy- 
ables. Under an amendment offered 
by Senator Russell, of Georgia, the 
federal “government would pay $145 
monthly to many of the aged and in- 
firm persons on the rolls o the board. 

Frank Neelv, a member of the 
board. plans to visit Washington and 
confer with the Georgia delezation in 
congress, urging them to work for the 
passage of the security bill.

CHICAGO, June 27.—(#)—Despite 
late reports of threatened damage from 
black rust in Nebraska wheat fields, 
grain prices today averaged lower. 

Favorable weather for the domestic 
winter wheat harvest ih the south- 
west and for corn crop _ progress 
throughout the corn belt was the prin- 


cipal factor that dominated the mar- 
kets. Leading trade authorities said 
tonight tomorrow’s action of grain val- 
ues would largely depend on further 
advices regarding black rust and on 
the character of buying which the 
market develops. 

Wheat closed easy at the same as 
yesterday's finish to 1-2 cent lower, 
September 80 7-8 to 81, corn 1-4 to 3-4 
down, September 81 3-8 to 81 1-2, oats 
1-2 to 3-4 off, and provisions varying 
from 7 cents decline to 10 cents ad- 
vance. 

Late rallies in wheat prices lifted 
the market at the last to the day’s top 
level, but for at least the time being 
failed to overcome entirely the effects 
of earlier declines. Dispatches at hand 
said black rust had been found in 
wheat at numerous places between 
Omaha and Lincoln, Neb., and was of 
sufficient volume to be a menace to 
the fields affected. Ordinarily, win- 
ter wheat is not seriously injured 
by black rust, but discovery of the 
plagué in Nebraska coming quickly on 
the heels of a similar discovery near 
Springfield, Ill., tended to arouse new 
fears of much greater danger to the 
spring crop in the northwest later in 
the season, 

A handicap to wheat bulls was evi- 
dence of enlarging réceipts of wheat at 
points adjacent to domestic harvest 
aréas southwest. Predictions were cur- 
ruent’ that thé movement from rural 
sources would expand, and would mean 
inevitable pressure of hedging sales. 
Assertions were added that the market 
was not broad enough to absorb much 
pressure, 

Corn and oats gave way with wheat 
notwithstanding reports of possible 
large reductions of corn acreage in 
Illinois and Iowa.

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, June 27.—Traders 
slowly withdrew from securities mar- 
kets today in view of tangled political 
and business outlooks. 

The stock market itself.faced three 
disturifng factors: 

1, The tax plan with its threat to 
major business corporation profits and 
a confused legislative situation which 
may prolong congress. 

. Reorganization of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway Company un- 
der Section 77 of the bankruptcy act 
which may lead other roads into simi- 
lar action, 

3. The utility holding company bill 
with possibility that the elimination 
clause, so obnoxious to utility com- 
panies who claim it will endanger the 
holdings of thousands of stockholders, 
will be incorporated in the bill finally 
passed, 

The items were not yet bearish. The 
tax program, of course, has severe 
bearish implications if it should be 
rushed through without sufficient de- 
libération and without a chance for 
business to have its say. 

VOLUME DROPS. 

But they are so disturbing that spec- 
ulators and investors have drawn 
aside. Volume on the New York Stock 
Exchange today dropped to 740,000 
shares, the lighest in some time, and 
prices were meaningless. Prices were 
firm at the opening, declined at mid- 
session, came back to close irregular. 
No outlook could be obtained and con- 
tinuance. of meaningless trading ap- 
peared likely until Washington clears 
up the tax and utility problems. 

Taxes continued the dominant fac- 
tor. Major organizations organized to 
combat the plan. An idea of why bus- 
iness is so bitter against the proposal 
can be obtained from a survey in the 
Wall Street Journal. This showed 
that large scale American business 
profit would have been reduced 3.5 
to 4 per cent had the tax plan on cor- 
porations been in effect in 1934. These 
figures do not appear large. But in 
some instances they likely would have 
erased profit just at the time business 
was struggling out of depression de- 
pond. Imposition of the taxes now 
may put brakes on the recovery which 
seems under way. 

LEADERS WONDER. 

It is significant that some indus- 
trial leaders who were optimistic a 
week ago now say they wonder wheth- 
er the business lift, so generally pre- 
dicted for late summer will come 
about. : 

The “Northwestern” reorganization 
plan was not unexpected but the com- 
pany directed attention to Washington 
in explaining reasons. In addition to 
depression, drouth, high taxation and 
“onfair competition” from outside 
transportation methods, directors felt 
that restoration of the 10 per cent 
wage reduction and higher costs of 
materials as result of codes had con- 
tributed to the railroad company’s 
plight. The announcement caused no 
great amount of selling but did make 
railroad problems a little more pro- 
nounced. 

Meanwhile copper furnished the 
market a problem. Since April, 1934, | 
first hand copper has sold at nine! 
cents a pound, which was the code! 
agreement rate.: Today it was sold at) 
eight cents following bids on a navy 
contract below the former code level. 
The agreement expires shortly and 
lower prices for copper are expected 
generally. While no sharp break was 
expected, it is likely producers will 
have another period of uncertainty | 
which will find reflection in the stock | 
market.
